III.  ADOPTION  AND  MODIFICATION: 

This  plan  supercedes  any  previous  Personnel  Plan  adopted 
by  the  Town  of  Newton  as  of  the  effective  date.   This  plan 
is  subject  to  review  annually  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  but 
may  be  amended  at  any  time.   The  effective  date  of  any 
amendments  or  modifications  shall  be  no  less  than  14  days 
from  the  date  of  the  proposed  changes,  acceptable  after  a 
Public  Hearing  is  held  and  subject  to  final  approval  of 
Town  Meeting. 
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IV.  APPOINTMENT/RECRUITMENT: 

A)  1.   Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs,  the  Department  head 
must  notify  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Board  along 
with  the  Department  head  will  select  and  appoint  the  most 
qualified  employee. 

2.   There  will  be  no  discrimination  against  employees 
or  applicants  for  employment  on  the  basis  of  race,  creed, 
color,  National  origin,  sex,  age,  religion  or  political 
affiliation. 

B)  1.   Security  of  Information:.  A  confidential  person- 
nel folder  will  be  kept  on  every  employee  including  appli- 
cation, references,  and  evaluations,  and  may  not  be  released 
outside  the  Selectmen's  office  except  by  written  permission 
of  the  employee. 

V.  DEFINITIONS: 

1.  Probationary  employment:   in  addition  to  such  statutory 
requirements  as  may  exist,  the  6  month  period  following  the 
appointment  of  an  employee  to  a  position  to  evaluate  his 
performance  prior  to  the  grant  of  permanent  status. 

2.  Supervisor :   an  individual  who  directs  and  coordinates 
the  activities  of  other  employees  and  who  has  the  authority 
to  recommend  the  hiring  and  firing  of  employees  to  the  Depart- 
ment head. 

3.  Department  Head:   an  individual  responsible  by  Statute 
or  by  grant  of  authority  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
overall  operation  of  a  department  of  the  Town  of  Newton. 
That  individual  may  also  have  authority  to  adopt,  subject 

to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  operation  of  the  Department. 

4.  Job  description:   the  written  summary  of  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  assigned  to  a  position,, 

5.  Step :   incremental  pay  increases  within  a  grade. 

6.  Full-time  permanent:   a  position  scheduled  for  full- 
time  worka  i.e.  4-0  hrs .  per  week. 

7.  Part-time  permanent:   a  position  scheduled  for  less 
than  full-time  work9  i.e.,  less  than  40  hrs.  per  week. 

8.  Salaried  employees:   those  employees  whose  compensa- 
tion is  set  at  an  annual  rate  without  conversion  to  an 
hourly  rate  or  to  the  number  of  hours  worked. 

VI.  PAY  PLAN: 

1.  The  rate  of  pay  for  hourly  employees,  based  on  a  five 
year  scope,  will  receive  a  6%   increase  as  follows:   1981  - 
$4.25  per  hour;  1982  -  $4.50;  1983  -  $^-75;    1984  -'$5.05; 
1985  -  $5 • 35 •   At  this  time  there  is  no  "overtime"  compen- 
sation. 

2.  Holidays :   The  official  paid  Holidays  will  be:   New 
Year's  Day,  Washington's  Birthday,  Fast  Day,  Independence 
Day,  Labor  Day,  Veteran's  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day,  Memorial 
Day,  Christmas  Day,  and  the  day  prior  to,  or  following, 
Christmas  Day  (depending  upon  which  day  of  the  week  Christ- 
mas Day  falls  on  each  year).   Announcement  of  the  day  will 
be  made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  before  December  15th.   A 
Holiday  worked  will  be  paid  straight  time  plus  Holiday  pay. 
Holidays  to  be  celebrated  according  to  N.H.  Statutes  or 
another  day  off. 
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3.   Sick  Leave:   All  permanent  employees  (including 
Selectmen's  Clerk  and  Sanitary  Land  Fill  Custodian)  will 
be  entitled  to  one  (l)  sick  day  each  month  with  pay  at  the 
usual  daily  rate  for  a  total  of  12  days.   Unused  sick  days 
may  accumulate  not  to  exceed  36  days.   No  payment  is  to  be 
made  for  unused  sick  leave. 

To  receive  compensation  for  sick  leave,  an  employee  must 
notify  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  his  or  her 
case  at  least  3  hours  prior  to  the  working  hour. 

k.      Leave  with  Pay:   Leave  of  absence  with  pay  may  be 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  permit  an  employee  to 
attend  professional  meetings  or  conferences  in  the  interest 
of  the  Town. 

5.   Leave  without  Pay:   May  be  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  when  requested  by  an  employee,  when  such  leave  is 
deemed  justified. 

VII 0   BENEFITS: 

1.  All  employees  considered  full-time  or  full  time  part- 
time  are  eligible  for  these  benefits :   Health  Insurance  - 
Town  pays  contribution  -  full-time  police  after  6  month 
probationary  period;  Life  Insurance  Plan  -  Town  has  no  plan 
at  present;  Workmen's  Compensation  -  Town  pays  entirety  - 
immediately;  N.H.  Retirement  System  -  Town  pays  percentage, 
Emp.  pays  percentage  -  full-time  Police  only,  immediately; 
Social  Security  -  matching  contribution  -  immediately. 

2.  Vacation :   Upon  completion  of  one  full  year  employ- 
ment, full  time  employees  will  be  entitled  to  2  weeks  (10 
working  days)  vacation  with  pay.   After  five  years  of 
continuous  service  to  the  Town,  an  employee  will  be  entitled 
to  3  weeks  (15  working  days)  vacation  annually.   A  divided 
vacation  period  shall  require  the  permission  of  the  Board 

of  Selectmen.   If  a  Holiday  occurs  during  vacation,  one 
more  day  will  be  taken  before  or  after  vacation  period. 

3.  Jury  Duty :   The  Town  of  Newton  agrees  to  pay  any  full- 
time  employee  who  serves  as  a  juror  in  a  legally  constituted 
court,  the  difference  between  their  earnings  as  a  juror  and 
the  straight  time  hourly  earnings  which  would  have  been 
realized  had  the  employee  worked  the  normal  shift. 

k.      Bereavement :   Leave  for  death  in  the  immediate  family 
(spouse,  parents,  brother,  sister,  children  of  the  employee) 
will  not  exceed  3  days  with  pay;  day  of  internment  and  2  days 
previous  provided  normally  scheduled  work  days. 

5.  Extended  Illness/Accident:   The  employees  shall  receive 
coverage  from  an  additional  disability  insurance  policy  as  a 
fringe  benefit. 

6.  Suspension :   A  Department  head  with  the  approval  of 

the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  suspend  any  employee  in  his  Depart- 
ment for  inefficiency  or  incapacity,  insubordination,  mis- 
conduct or  immoral  conduct,  intoxication,  offenses  against 
the  law,  or  other  similar  just  cause.   Such  suspension  shall 
be  without  pay  and  not  to  exceed  30  calendar  days  on  any  12 
month  period.   The  employee  is  to  be  notified  by  registered 
mail  by  the  Department  head  of  cause  for  suspension  and  shall 
set  forth  all  stipulations  involved. 
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VIII.   IN-SERVICE  TRAINING: 

It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Department  head  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  endeavor  to  foster  and  promote  in- 
service  training  of  employees  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
the  quality  of  personnel  service  rendered  to  the  Town  and  to 
assist  employees  to  equip  themselves  for  advancement  in  the 
service o   The  Department  head  may  establish  standards  for 
training  programs;  see  that  the  training  is  carried  out  as 
approved;  provide  assistance  to  Department  heads  in  develop- 
ing and  conducting  training  to  meet  the  specific  needs  of 
their  department;  and  provide  Supervisory  Management  train- 
ing and  other  types  of  training  programs  to  all  departments. 

IX o   RULES  AND  REGULATIONS: 

To  insure  good  personal  relationship  and  smooth  operations, 
certain  rules  and  regulations  are  necessary.   To  this  end, 
the  Town  has  established  the  following  rules  which  all  employ- 
ees are  required  to  follow.   An  employee  who  fails  to  main- 
tain, at  all  times  proper  standards  of  conduct  or  who  violates 
any  of  the  following  rules  and  regulations,  shall  subject 
himself  to  disciplinary  action,  including  discharge. 

ic   Failure  to  be  at  appointed  work  place,  ready  to  work, 
at  the  regular  starting  time. 

2.  Failure  to  inform  Department  head  of  inability  to 
report  for  work  at  least  one  hour  prior  to  starting  time. 

3.  Being  tardy  or  absent  without  permission. 
h.      Falsifying  any  Town  record  or  report. 

5.  Theft  of  Town  property  or  that  of  an  employee. 

6.  Willfully  destroying  or  damaging  Town  equipment  or  the 
property  of  another  employee. 

7c   Drinking  or  possessing  alcoholic  beverages  on  Town 
property. 

80   Reporting  for  work  while  under  the  influence  of  alcohol 
or  drugs  0 

9-   Immoral  conduct  or  indecency. 

10o   Sleeping  on  the  job. 

11 0   Insubordination  0 

12 o   Failure  to  report  occupational  injury  within  2k   hours. 

13-   Disregard  of  safety  rules  and/or  specific  instruction. 

l^f-o   Leaving  vehicles  running  and  unattended.

We   actually  heat  only   1/3  of  the   town  hall    to  65   degrees 
for  thirty  hours  per  week  and  the   rest  of  the   time,    the  heat  is   reduced  to 
60   degrees.      The   remaining  two   thirds   of  the  hall   is  not  heated,    or  heated 
minimally .      According  to  our  rough   calculations ,   we   could   achieve   only 
27%   of  this   estimated  savings   or  952   gallons   of  oil  per  year.      At  $1.00 
per  gallon,   we  would  save    $952.00  per  year  and  it  would  take   4.5   years 
before  we   could  recover  our  initial    cost.

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NEWTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

This  is  my  first  report  to  the  townspeople  of  Newton  as  Chief 
of  Police.   I  came  to  this  community  upon  invitation  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  on  January  7,    1980,  under  the  title  of  Day  Officer 
in  Charge.   During  the  time  I  held  that  position,  I  was  asked  to 
compile  a  police  report  for  the  Town,  prepare  a  budget  for  the 
1980  fiscal  year  and  to  keep  the  Town  covered  in  the  way  of 
police  protection.   All  of  which  with  the  help  of  the  part-time 
officers  and  the  cooperation  found  in  the  Selectmen's  Office 
was  made  possible. 

A  series  of  desperately  needed  police  training  classes  was 
organized  by  myself  with  the  assistance  of  the  State  Police, 
Rockingham  County  Sheriff's  Department,  United  States  Treasury 
Department,  numerous  attorneys,  social  workers,  State  Probation 
Department,  several  individuals,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Police  Standards  and  Training  Council.   This  sort  of  training,  I 
have  personally  felt,  has  been  lacking  in  the  State  for  too  long. 
These  classes  went  over  so  well  that  better  than  fifteen  other 
police  departments  attended  on  a  regular  basis.   The  training  has 
since  proven  to  be  worth  its  weight  in  gold,  having  helped  the 
officers  of  this  Town  make  speedy  and  important  decisions. 

During  the  time  I  was  Day  Officer  in  Charge,  the  majority  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  approached  me  and  asked  if  I  would  consider 
the  Chief's  position.   Considering  the  fact  I  had  been  laid  off 
from  work  at  Seabrook  Station  and  had  a  family  of  five  to  support, 
I  gave  it  serious  consideration.   When  it  was  apparent  that  I 
would  accept  the  job,  a  number  of  townspeople  voiced  their  dis- 
approval and  called  for  a  hearing.   A  hearing  was  held  as  to  the 
legality  of  such  an  appointment  and  on  February  20,  1980,  I  was 
appointed  Chief  of  Police  on  a  six-month  probationary  status. 
After  much  criticism  by  a  few  and  completing  the  probationary 
period,  I  was  given  a  permanent  appointment  as  Chief  of  Police 
and  signed  a  three-year  contracts,  which  guarantees  certain  bene- 
fits for  a  three-year  period  subject  to  review  on  a  yearly  basis. 
Even  after  this,  a  few  townspeople  called  for  a  special  town 
meeting  to  hold  the  Chief's  salary  to  &12,000.00  per  year  and 
that  any  pay  increase  be  voted  upon  on  a  seperate  warrant  article. 
The  meeting  was  held  and  failed  by  a  majority.   Since  the  special 
meeting,  my  appointment  and  the  Police  Department,  in  general, 
has  not  been  without  criticism 9  as  is  expected  in  any  town,  city 
or  county. 

I  would  like  to  give  my  philosophy  of  what  should  be  expected 
of  a  police  officer;  he  should  enforce  all  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  all  town  ordinances  without 
prejudice  or  favor,  he  should  be  professional  in  his  manner  and 
appearance  and  treat  all  persons  equally.   I  have  taken  great 
strides  in  keeping  with  this  philosophy  and  expect  the  same  of 
all  officers  that  work  under  my  direction.   Literally  every 
police  officer  in  this  Town  either  has  been  certified  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  Police  Standards  and  Training  Council  or 
is  presently  taking  the  needed  training  to  become  certified.   It 
is  this  constant  training  and  updating  of  their  police  skills 
that  enables  our  part-time  officers  to  continue  doing  in  the 
future,  the  good  job  always  done  in  the  past.

This  year  has  been  a  difficult  one  in  the  way  of  activity.   To 
recall  a  few,  the  theft  of  the  Town's  police  cruiser,  an  armed 
robbery  at  a  Newton  residence,  a  burglary  at  the  Rolla  Round 
Skating  Rink,  and  several  other  burglaries  where  outside  police 
agencies  were  used  to  give  assistance.   I  would  like  to  thank  the 
Rockingham  County  Sheriff's  Department,  Kingston  Police,  Plaistow 
Police,  and  State  Police  for  the  quick  response  they  have  always 
demonstrated  in  the  time  of  need.   I  have  observed  an  excellent 
working  relationship  with  all  the  surrounding  departments  of  which 
I'm  sure  I  have  left  out  a  few. 

As  you  will  see  in  the  warrant  articles,  the  Police  Department 
is  seeking  a  second  full-time  officer.   If  the  Town  sees  fit  to 
approve  this  article,  a  noticeable  increase  in  visability,  crime 
prevention  and  community  programs  will  be  possible  where  as  with 
just  one  full-time  officer,  programs  for  the  youth  and  other 
organizations  are  not  possible  because  of  the  time  consumed  on 
calls  and  administrative  work.   The  tremendous  amount  of  paper 
work  seriously  impedes  the  effectiveness  of  the  Police  Department. 
Our  Department,  not  unlike  other  agencies,  was  unable  to  live 
within  its  budget  this  year  which  was  due  to  several  factors, 
operating  without  a  chief  for  nearly  two  months,  the  extremely 
high  amount  of  juvenile  related  calls,  very  unexpected  injuries 
within  the  Department,  and  several  burglaries  and  armed  robberies 
which  consumed  a  large  amount  of  man  hours.   Also,  you  will  note 
that  there  was  a  very  large  amount  of  hours  that  were  donated  by 
the  officers  of  this  Department  throughout  the  year. 

On  the  one  hand,  we  have  implemented  community  awareness  and 
education  programs,  such  as,  a  Police  Explorers  Post  to  introduce 
an  understanding  of  the  Police  Department's  function  and  role 
within  our  community,  a  Drug  and  Alcohol  Abuse  Program  has  been 
successfully  presented  to  our  school  children,  and  a  bike  safety 
program  for  our  younger  children  has  been  presented.   All  of  these 
programs  we  fully  plan  to  expand  along  with  other  new  programs  in 
the  coming  year,  but  without  your  financial  assistance,  we  will 
not  be  able  to  continue  these  very  necessary  awareness  programs. 
Also,  with  the  rise  in  gold  and  silver  prices  and  other  precious 
metals,  and  our  being  a  smaller  community  on  a  state  border, 
we  have  seen  a  dramatic  increase  in  burglaries  and  robberies; 
without  your  support  and  cooperation  by  marking  and  recording 
your  valuable  possessions  that  will  aid  us  in  recovering  your 
property,  there  is  little  chance  of  any  recovery  of  your  stolen 
property.   The  Police  Department  has  the  necessary  engraving 
tools  to  mark  your  valuables  and  the  information. 

Another  article  is  a  cruiser,  new  or  used,  as  the  existing 
cruisers  have  high  mileage  on  them.   The  Chevrolet  has  over 
125*000  miles  and  the  Buick,  which  must  last  another  year,  has 
over  70,000  miles  on  it  at  this  time.   Another  article  you  will 
see  is  a  new  radar  unit.   The  one  presently  being  used  is  old, 
outdated^  and  is  costing  more  and  more  to  keep  in  operation.   A 
good  rule  to  keep  in  mind  is  that  a  Police  Department  is  only  as 
good  as  its  equipment  and  men.   Another  article  deals  with  the 
Constable's  position,  which  is  no  longer  of  benefit  to  the  Town. 
It  is  far  outdated  and  was  originated  so  that  a  constable  could 
serve  civil  papers.   In  this  modern  day  the  Sheriff's  Department 
is  responsible  by  law  for  this  service  of  liables  and  civil 
process.   Therefore,  the  position  is  an  added  expense  to  the 
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taxpayers  in  the  way  of  printing  the  ballot  and  insurance.   Many 
other  towns  have  already  done  away  with  this  old-time  position 
after  researching.   I  sincerely  realize  the  effect  on  the  tax 
rate,  but,  also  realize,  without  these  items  and  budget  the 
coverage  needed  to  adequately  cover  the  town  of  Newton  will  not 
be  possible.   When  one  considers  the  hours  and  complete  dedica- 
tion that  is  involved  in  operating  a  proficient  department,  and 
the  consequences  of  not  having  one,  it  is  far  better  to  pay  into 
the  tax  rate  rather  than  insurance  premiums  and  loose  what  you 
worked  for  all  your  life. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people  who  have  supported  the 
Police  Department  in  the  past  and  would  appreciate  your  support 
again.   I  would  like  to  also  thank  the  men  and  women  that  serve 
on  the  Police  Department  for  the  cooperation  shown  over  the  past 
year  and  also  to  thank  those  officers  who  resigned  from  the 
Department  for  personal  reasons  for  the  services  they  gave  to  the 
Town,  not  to  mention  the  tremendous  amount  of  voluntary  time 
they  donated.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

Through  the  efforts  of  Sandra  Bisson  a  new  Recreation  Commission 
was  formed  in  the  spring  of  1980  0   Despite  our  inexperience,  many 
new  and  expanded  projects  and  programs  were  undertaken. 

Two  series  of  tennis  lessons  were  held  at  the  Town  court  during 
July  and  August.  The  lessons  were  given  by  a  professional  tennis 
instructor  and  were  well  attended «, 

A  six-week  swimming  program  was  yery  popular  at  the  Town  beach. 
A  certified  Red  Cross  instructor  and  aide  conducted  the  program. 
Daily  maintenance  of  the  beach  by  Skip  Cheney  and  a  barrier 
constructed  at  no  charge  to  the  Town  by  David  McLaughlin  were 
greatly  appreciated  by  all  who  used  the  beach. 

The  program  at  the  recreation  area  was  expanded  to  include 
more  games,  crafts  and  field  trips.   The  enthusiasm  and  resource- 
fulness of  the  staff  made  it  a  fun-filled  summer  in  spite  of  the 
unpredictable  weather. 

Through  the  work  of  the  Newton  Baseball  Association,  the  field 
at  the  recreation  area  was  leveled,  fertilized,  seeded  and 
maintained  through  the  summer  and  fall  months.   The  surface  will 
be  ready  for  baseball  this  year. 

Plans  are  underway  for  a  dirt  bike  and  cross  country  ski  trail 
on  recreation  land.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  GALE  LIBRARY  ■  1980 

The  Gale  Library  continues  to  grow  and  provide  services  for 
our  community.   The  past  few  years  have  seen  tremendous  growth 
in  circulation  of  books,  library  registrations,  and  programs 
offered  to  the  adults  and  children  of  Newton. 

The  two  most  significant  physical  improvements  in  1980  were 
the  installation  of  an  automatic  fire  alarm  system,  paid  for 
by  Harris  Fund  monies,  and  the  carpeting  of  the  second  floor 
meeting  room.   The  carpeting  was  largely  paid  for  by  the  bequest 
of  Miss  Marion  Kalashian,  who  taught  in  that  same  room  for  many 
years . 

In  recognition  of  this  generous  bequest,  the  Trustees  voted 
to  name  the  meeting  room  the  Marion  Kalashian  Room.   Over  sixty 
of  Miss  Kalashian' s  family  and  friends  attended  the  dedication 
of  the  room  in  October.   This  warm,  welcoming  room  now  serves 
as  a  meeting  place  for  several  community  organizations,  as  well 
as  serving  the  Library's  meeting  room  needs. 

The  Library  staff  has  worked  hard  this  year  both  to  increase 
Library  service  to  its  patrons,  and  to  continue  their  own  educa- 
tion by  attending  courses  as  well  as  regional  and  state  library 
meetings o   Nancy  was  the  recipient  of  a  scholarship  for  summer 
study  from  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Trustees  Association,  which 
enabled  her  to  take  three  courses  in  1980.   Library  Assistant, 
Irene  Nally,  enrolled  in  this  fall's  Public  Library  Techniques 
course  as  well. 

The  rest  of  the  staff:   Betty  Standing,  Marge  Reynolds,  Jean 
Grogan  and  Paula  Callahan,  have  each  contributed  much  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  Library.   A  special  thanks  goes  to  volunteer 
Susan  Peterson,  who  not  only  donates  her  time  on  staff,  but 
writes  a  weekly  Library  column  for  the  newspaper.   Alice 
Litwinovich  has  recently  joined  us  as  another  regular  volunteer0 

We  would  especially  like  to  note  the  marvelous  support  from 
the  Friends  of  Gale  Library  in  1980.   Not  only  have  the  Friends 
donated  a  filmstrip  projector  and  cassette  recorder,  they  have 
logged  over  88  hours  of  volunteer  time.   The  Friends,  also, 
undertook  the  Town  Quilt  project,  and  spent  many  hours  making 
squares  to  add  to  those  from  other  Newton  organizations,  putting 
it  together,  and  hand  quilting  it.   The  beautiful  result  of  their 
work  has  hung  in  the  Library  hallway  since  June.

Looking  back,  realization  and  accomplishment  sums  up 
the  past  year  for  myself  and  staff  at  Gale  Library. 
We  look  back  with  a  good  feeling,  we  realize  we  have 
moved  forward  and  accomplished  goals  we  had  set  for 
ourselves  and  some  we  had  no  idea  would  appear.   Our 
accomplishments  were  yours,  as  it  is  the  patrons  who 
are  the  being  of  this  resource  of  ideas;  printed, 
viewed  or  spoken. 

Increased  use  by  the  patrons  was  reflected  in  an  8.2$ 
increase  in  our  yearly  circulation  of  media.   Our  daily 
observations  began  to  take  on  a  pattern  of  familiarity, 
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more  new  patrons  than  usual  were  obtaining  their 
library  cards,   We  registered  a  16 . 5f°    increase  in  new 
patrons  this  year. 

Staff  meetings  were  held  quarterly.   Instruction  on 
use  of  new  audio-visual  equipment,  administrative 
procedures  and  information  on  library  matters  were 
the  key  areas  covered  at  these  meetings.   We  found 
this  staff  "round-table"  to  be  a  valuable  under- 
taking.  CETA  personnel  were  used  during  their 
availability  in  spring  and  summer. 

Community  service  programs  were  well  attended  with 
programs  highlighting  the  local  areas  by  far  the  most 
popular.   The  adult  and  young  adult  patrons  were 
treated  to  audio-visual  programs  once  enjoyed  only  by 
the  younger  patrons. 

Everyone  needs  friends,  and  the  library  has  many.   We 
are  grateful  to  all  and  thank  everyone  who  has  contri- 
buted to  our  success  this  past  year.   The  Friends  of 
the  Library  are  the  supporters  of _ our  staff.   They 
were  with  us  for  the  "Morning  for  Me"  programs,  Coffee 
and  Crafts,  Goods  and  Services  Auction  and  Raffle  and 
dedication  of  the  Marion  Kalashian  Room.   They  supplied 
funds  to  purchase  a  filmstrip  projector,  cassette 
recorder,  and  Cheer-Up  Bag  contents.   Our  "Friends" 
donated  a  slide  projector,  sewed  Cheer-Up  Bags,  assembled 
the  "Town  Quilt"  and  volunteered  over  88  hours  of 
direct  library  service.   The  staff  and  I  wish  to  thank 
them  for  making  our  year  one  to  be  proud  of.   Also,  our 
friends  of  the  Eclipse  Grange  for  a  lovely  display,  the 
Fire  Dept.  for  the  EDITH  program,  and  CPR  school  with 
Ann  Tozier,  and  every  person  who  contributed  to  our 
programs  throughout  the  year. 

Interaction  is  continuing  between  the  schools  and 
library  through  First  Scholar's  Night,  visitation  by 
the  entire  first  grade  and  by  hosting  a  book  repair 
workshop  for  schools  and  area  libraries. 

The  Marion  Kalashian  Room  was  used  by  the  Girls  Scouts, 
SRRPDC ,  Little  League  coaches,  Quilters  Club,  Friends, 
and  Historical  Society.   We  were  able  to  loan  audio- 
visual equipment  on  sixteen  occasions  to  qualified 
organizations  and  other  town  departments. 

Your  participation  was  appreciated  in  1980,  let's  all 
make  1981  outstanding  at  your  public  library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Newton  Planning  Board  meets  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday 
of  the  month,  except  during  the  summer  when  meetings  are  held 
when  required.   During  1980,  a  total  of  seven  Public  Hearings 
were  conducted,  five  for  proposed  subdivisions  and  two  for 
proposed  zoning  changes „   The  Board  approved  five  subdivisions 
with  a  combined  total  of  fourteen  lots.   Two  proposed  subdivisions 
were  disapproved.   One  because  the  soils  could  not  support 
septic  systems  and  the  other  for  insufficient  frontage.   There 
were  five  lot  plans  approved  for  recording  purposes  only. 

The  Planning  Board  worked  on  Earth  Removal  Regulations,  which 
the  General  Court,  at  its  last  session,  made  the  responsibility 
of  Planning  Boards  throughout  the  State. 

The  Board  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  on  an  amendment  to  the 
existing  Zoning  Ordinance  consisting  of  regulations  for  home 
businesses  in  Residential  Zones.   Two  Public  Hearings  were  held 
and  after  the  second  Public  Hearing,  it  was  evident  to  the  Board 
that  some  changes  would  have  to  be  made  to  the  proposed  amend- 
ment.  Because  of  the  State  statutes  requiring  that  only  textural 
changes  can  be  made  after  the  second  Public  Hearing,  and  the  lack 
of  time  remaining  before  Town  Meeting,  it  was  decided  that  the 
fair  and  reasonable  thing  to  do  was  to  postpone  presenting  the 
amendment  to  the  townspeople  at  this  time.

Those  people  were  offered  the  wood  at  $55-    a  cord, 
cash  and  carry.

REPORT  OF  YOUR  COMMISSIONERS  ON  THE  SOUTHERN  ROCKINGHAM  REGIONAL 
PLANNING  DISTRICT  COMMISSION  (SRRPDC)  ACTIVITIES 

Seven  area  towns  having  a  total  of  fifteen  non-paid  Commission- 
ers and  a  staff  of  a  Planning  Director,  Transportation  Planner, 
Natural  Resources  Planner,  Office  Manager,  Secretary/Draf ts- 
person  and  a  Secretary/Coordinator. 

The  two  appointed  Commissioners  from  Newton  are  Vernon  Storey 
and  Myrtle  Rogers. 

The  Commission  provides  its  towns  with  a  variety  of  services 
relating  to  Local  Planning,  Regional  Planning  and  Coordination. 

Mrs.  Rogers  attended  the  Northeast  Regional  Planning  Conference 
in  Portland,  Me.,  on  October  17  and  18  where  local  Commissioners 
had  a  chance  to  meet  and  hear  from  Planners,  Town  Managers  and 
Selectmen  from  the  entire  New  England  area.   Many  towns  are 
suffering  under  the  weight  of  unplanned  rapid  growth  and  result- 
ing problems  of  increased  need  for  services  and  additional  tax 
revenues . 

A  few  of  the  services  provided  for  Newton  during  1980  were: 

1.  Assistance  in  preparing  non-residential  site  plan 
review. 

2.  Help  in  preparing  an  earth  removal  ordinance 
necessitated  by  a  change  in  the  statutes  making 
planning  boards  the  overseers  of  this  activity. 

3.  Assistance  in  preparation  of  zoning  ordinances 
regarding  home-operated  businesses. 

The  Commission  held  area  workshops  relating  to  hazardous 
wastes  and  workshops  relating  to  weed  growth  in  lakes  and  ponds. 
The  Commission  also  keeps  the  towns  apprised  of  the  changes  in 
rules  and  regulations  emanating  from  state  boards  and  legislative 
proposals .

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Newton  Finance  Committee  met  nine  times  between  November, 
1980,  and  January,  1981.   On  December  1,  we  mailed  letters  to  each 
department  head  requesting  1981  budgets  and  1980  expenses  through 
October  Jl.      Also,  this  year  we  requested  each  department  to  sub- 
mit a  brief  summary  of  revenue  sources.   Upon  receipt  of  this 
information,  meetings  were  scheduled  with  each  department  head  to 
review  the  budget  and  associated  money  warrant  articles.   Meet- 
ings were  also  scheduled  with  any  special  interest  groups  whose 
articles  were  received  in  time  for  consideration.   Recommenda- 
tions may  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

We  found  last  year  that  certain  department  expenses  are  not 
normally  included  in  the  department  budgets,  but  rather  in  the 
Town  Officers'  Expenses.   This  makes  it  particularly  difficult  to 
determine  the  actual  cost  to  run  each  department.   We  feel  that, 
to  the  extent  that  it  is  legally  possible,  all  expenses  should  be 
budgeted  by  the  department  which  would  normally  incur  the  expense. 
For  purposes  of  analysis,  we  have  considered  these  expenses  (e„g. 
Fire  Chiefs  salary)  as  part  of  the  individual  department  budgets. 

In  order  to  provide  a  standard  frame  of  reference,  the  portion 
of  each  department  budget  attributable  to  salary  has  been  computed 
at  the  rate  of  $^.25  per  hour.   This,  to  our  understanding,  is  in 
keeping  with  the  personnel  payment  plan  requested  at  last  Town 
Meeting  and  to  be  presented  this  year  by  the  Selectmen.   Other 
than  computing  salaries  at  the  above  rate,  the  Finance  Committee 
intends  to  make  no  salary  recommendations  this  year.   Individual 
department  budgets  should  be  adjusted  to  reflect  any  changes  made 
at  Town  Meeting.   Adjustments  to  some  budgets  may  be  necessary 
based  on  the  passage  or  rejection  of  certain  Warrant  Articles. 
Information  on  these  adjustments  may  be  found  in  our  report  on 
the  pertinent  Warrant  Articles. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Department  heads  for  their  cooperation 
this  year.   We  recognize  and  appreciate  their  sense  of  fiscal 
responsibility,  especially  in  these  times  of  severe  economic 
stress.

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REPORT  OF  NEWMARKET  REGIONAL  HEALTH  CENTER  -1980 

In  1980,  over  588  rides  were  provided  to  Newton  Senior  Citizens. 
In  July  of  this  year,  the  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  pur- 
chased a  new  van  equipped  with  a  hydraulic  .lift  to  accomodate 
individuals  confined  to  a  wheelchair.   This  service  is  available 
to  Newton  residents. 

The  Senior  Citizen's  Transportation  Service  has  enabled  seniors 
to  remain  independent,  self-sufficient,  and  active  through  the 
provision  of  transportation  to  needed  services,  including  medical, 
shopping,  and  recreational  trips.   It  is  the  goal  of  this  service 
to  eliminate  barriers  which  frequently  obstruct  elderly  and 
handicapped  individuals  from  maintaining  self-sufficiency. 

Each  dollar  appropriated  by  Newton  has  enabled  the  Newmarket 
Regional  Health  Center  to  provide  these  services  to  your  town.

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EXETER  AREA  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  is  a  community 
health  service  that  provides  health  care  to  individuals  and 
families  in  their  home,  in  the  office,  or  in  clinics.   The  care 
may  be  to  prevent  disease,  promote,  maintain,  or  restore  health 
or  it  may  be  to  minimize  the  effects  of  illness  or  disability. 

The  Association  is  a  non-profit  agency  governed  by  a  Board  of 
Directors.   This  Board  is  made  up  of  people  who  are  appointed  by 
the  selectmen  in  your  town. 

Funding  for  the  Association  comes  from  Medicare,  Medicaid, 
patient  fees,  local  taxes,  and  donations.   Town  appropriations 
make  the  service  available  to  the  town,, 

HOME  CARE.   Professional  nurses  give  care  to  the  sick  and  dis- 
abled under  medical  direction,  teach  and  supervise  care  by  the 
family  and  others.   They  are  responsible  for  the  management  of 
patient  care,  coordinating  the  services  of  other  disciplines, 
within  and  out  of  the  Agency.   Care  is  family  centered  and  consid- 
eration is  given  to  the  total  needs  of  the  patient  and  family  for 
health  promotion  and  disease  prevention  and  rehabilitation  as  well 
as  care  and  support  during  the  dying  process „ 

MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  HEALTH.   Free  visits  are  made  to  new  or 
expectant  mothers  to  provide  information  and  instruction  in  the 
care  of  themselves  and  their  babies.   Well  Child  Clinics  are  held 
twice  a  month  and  provide  the  following  services:   Physical  exams 
by  a  local  physician,  immunizations,  hearing  and  vision  screening, 
lead  and  urine  testing,  special  counseling,  family  planning  and 
referral  when  appropriate.   The  Clinics  are  for  infants  and  pre- 
school children. 

ADULT  HEALTH  SCREENING.   Clinics  are  held  each  month  to  check 
blood  pressure,  provide  diet  and  medication  counseling,  and 
general  health  instruction.   Referrals  are  made  when  appropriate. 
New  clinics  were  added  this  year  to  test  for  diabetes. 

FLU  CLINICS.   12  Clinics  are  held  each  fall  (1  in  each  town)  to 
immunize  hi-risk  (6$   and  over,  or  chronic  disease)  persons  against 
influenza. 

THERE  IS  NO  CHARGE  FOR  ANY  CLINIC  SERVICES. 

The  Association  has  many  valuable  volunteers  who  work  at  the 
clinics  in  addition  to  staff. 

MENTAL  HEALTH .   Visits  to  persons  who  have  mental  and/or  emo- 
tional problems.   Coordination  between  patient,  family,  psychia- 
trist and  community. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE.   Visits  to  persons  who  have  or  are  con- 
tacts of  persons  with  tuberculosis  for  testing  and/or  medication 
and  general  health  supervision.   Other  communicable  disease- 
testing  and/or  care  as  appropriate. 
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CONTINUING  CARE.   An  Agency  nurse  is  in  the  local  hospital 
part  of  each  day  to  assist  in  planning,  coordinating  and  arrang- 
ing for  care  at  home  so  that  a  person  can  move  from  hospital  to 
home  without  any  interruption  in  care. 

59^-  units  of  service  were  provided  to  185  residents  of  Newton 
between  January  1,  1980  and  December  31 »  1980.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  CENTER  FOR  SOUTHERN  N.H. 

The  Mental  Health  Center  for  Southern  New  Hampshire  began  Year 
Three  as  a  comprehensive  mental  health  center  on  May  1,  19800 

As  a  community  mental  health  center,  the  following  services  were 
provided  in  accordance  with  standards  of  the  National  Institute 
of  Mental  Health:   outpatient  diagnostic,  treatment  and  referral 
services,  2k— hour  emergency  psychiatric  intervention,  partial 
hospital  and  inpatient  psychiatric  treatment,  follow-up  for 
individuals  leaving  New  Hampshire  Hospital,  screening  services  for 
individuals  requesting  or  requiring  hospitilization  at  New 
Hampshire  Hospital,  services  to  children,  the  elderly,  substance 
abusers  (drug  and/or  alcohol),  and  a  preventative  program  of 
consultation  and  education. 

Calendar  year  1980  has  been  a  year  of  working  towards  stabili- 
zation and  setting  future  directions  0   Part  of  this  process 
involved  creating  a  new  organizational  structure,  new  business 
and  clinical  procedures  and  policies,  and  an  upgrading  of 
administrative  procedures.   Assessment  of  services  and  policies 
is  continually  being  made  to  meet  the  changing  needs  of  the  people 
in  the  eleven-town  catchment  area. 

The  financial  and  statistical  systems  of  the  Mental  Health 
Center  have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  improved  with  the 
implementation  of  an  in-house  computer  system. 

The  Mental  Health  Center  for  Southern  New  Hampshire  looks 
positively  on  the  challenges  of  the  new  year.   The  Center  will 
continue  to  provide  quality  services  that  are  both  accessible 
and  available  to  the  people  of  our  service  area.
